We do Itnow that unless Anglo-American stra- 
tegists have found a defense infinitely more 
eflcctlve than ever before, we are bound to 
lose millions of tons of shipping and cargo, 
not to mention men, this BUmmer, 

So while we can not praise the shipbuild- 
ing industry too highly, or give too much 
crcdlt-to the maritime commission, we must 
realize that the Germans arc bu.sy, too— and 
that our best efforts may not succeed, In In^ 
creasing greatly the tonnage of merchant 
Craft available for winning the war. We can 
not let down for one eight-hour shift.
